The Wise Bride Will Respect the Many Peculiar Per- 
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sonal Traditions Which That Quaint Animal, Man, Has, 


during His Bachelorhood, 


FTER the orange blossoms are faded and the honeymoon 
has waned into the comfortable light of day, there 
comes a period of adjustment, wherein bride and groom 

settle themselves into the characters of husband and wife. 
For the man, this is chiefly a process of discovering that he 
has married a human being. He has believed that Women 
are this or that, behaving thus and so; and he becomes only 
gradually aware that he has domesticated not a sex, but a par- 
ticular person. For the woman, it is, on the contrary, a process 
of realizing, not without astonishment, that the personality 
of which she has been from the first acutely conscious belongs 
also to that curiously alien race known as Mere Man. 


NE of her first surprises may well be the strange inverted 

vanity of the creature. She herself is vain of her chief 
power, as a rational being should be. If she is beautiful, she 
is proud of it; and sensitive about it also, as about a thing by 
which, in some degree, she stands or falls. But this quaint 
animal, man, appears to be vain actually of his weaknesses. 
If he be physically strong, for instance, praise of his strength 
will rather embarrass than delight him; any slur upon it will 
leave him confidently unconcerned. But let him be somewhat 
frail, and the imputation of bodily force (unless he suspects 
irony) will set him all in a glow of absurd happiness. He will 
swallow as much flattery upon such a point as she will upon 
the point where she excels. And any attack upon it is cruel 
out of all reasonable proportion, because he knows no shame 
like the shame of being made ridiculous. If he has once felt 
thoroughly like an ass, that memory will for years afterwards 
haunt him and taunt him in his uneasy dreams. His pride 
gocs out against the world; his folly is a closet fuli of jeering 
skeletons, whereof he hopes that he can hide the key. 


A MORE troublesome astonishment awaits her when she 
“+ begins to find herself overmuch deserted in favor of 
obviously inferior attractions: affairs of masculine business 
or pleasure, golf or fishing or some other hobby, gatherings 
of undomesticated friends, mysterious evenings at the club. 
He appears even in some sort to prefer these occupations to 
her society. But that is not at all the truth. The truth is that 
he draws no comparison. There is something wrong with a 
man whose wife and home are not his chief interest; but there 
is something more wrong, or at least more abnormal, about a 
man whose wife and home are his only interest. And in his

strange vision of happiness the lines run parallel and never 
meet. A man who reads Milton and Maeterlinck may eagerly 
devour the comic sections; a man who appreciates opera will 
enjoy also a prize-fight or a baseball game. Certainly he values 
the finer pleasure more; but the strange thing is that he values 
the coarser pleasure no less. Nor, except under resentful 
compulsion, does he weigh the one against the other. He 
really does not in the least prefer golf to matrimony; he merely 
does not like to have his superior matrimony interfere with his 
inferior golf. Though he would give up the world for love, yet 
he wants, and expects, both. And if his wife can be wise 
enough to restrain her natural jealousy until she acquires 
understanding of this paradox, there is no fear but she will 
retain her superiority. 


W HEN, sooner or later, the inevitable dissension does 

arise, then is his behavior most incomprehensible of all. 
For he enters into the wrangle with his mouth full of irrelevant 
logic and his mind fixed upon fathomless abstraction. He 
sees his transgression as an infraction of impersonal law; she 
feels it as a personal injury to herself. Suppose he has kept 
dinner waiting. To her mind, he has annoyed her and upset 
the servants. To his own, he has violated the ideal principle 
that dinner should be served at dinner-time; a just and reason- 
able rule, but somewhat-trivial withal. He simply can not be 
made to see that the true measure of his crime is the extent of 
her exasperation. He will waste precious breath and patience 
in proving that the gravity of the offence is absolute, and that 
she may properly be annoyed only to such degree as the occa- 
sion warrants. Yet upon his own ground, he will most readily 
apologize and seek amendment. And there is another mystery; 
he thinks that his apology closes the incident. He can not see 
that confession is an unconditional surrender, and that whoso 
admits a fault deserves no mercy. 


ET the wise bride therefore forego her natural rights, even 
to the chief of all, the sacred right tonag. Let her remem- 
ber that there is one thing which a man values even more than 
his own way; and that is the sense of being magnanimous. He 
will give her anything she does not ask; he will, upon what 
he imagines to be his own initiative, lay at her feet more than 
her own sense of justice could exact; what he refuses upon 
demand, he loves to offer as a privilege.

The acting of “Nju,” on the whole, is 


rather bad. Mr. Frank Mills is accept- 
able as the husband; but the perform- 
ance of the other leading parts leaves 


very much to be desired. 


“THE FUGITIVE” 


Thousands of people who enjoy “The 
Fugitive,” by John Galsworthy, would 
be bored by “Nju”: yet the themes of 


these two plays are nearly identical, and 
he difference between them is merely a 
difference between the British and the 
Russian manner of dealing technically 
with similar material. Mr. Galsworthy’s 
narrative is exhibited in five episodes in- 
stead of ten, and has been more obvious- 
ly patterned than the narrative of Ossip 
Dymow. His play—to the American 
mind—more clearly “hangs together” 
but it would not be fair to presume, on 


this account, that the English writer’s 
work is, in any general regard, more 
meaningful than that of his Russian 
rival. 


In the first act of “The Fugitive,” the 
heroine forsakes a husband who is fairly 
satisfactory as husbands go, because she 
is unwilling any longer to give him some- 
thing for nothing. Later in the narra- 
tive, she . aves the lover who has shel- 
tered her, because a time has come when 
she is taking from him more than she 
can give. Still later, she commas suicide 
for the same reason,—namely, that 
is unwilling to accept from life any more 
than she can give to it. 

Here again we have a story of a woman 
who casts loose successively from all her 
anchorages, and sails at last “ beyond the 
sunset and the b aths of all the western 
stars until she dies,” because she is suf- 
ficiently fine to imagine a nobler love 
than any that she has experienced, and 
because she is not sufficiently practical 
to reach the goal of her desire. Clare 
Dedmond—in the story of “The Fugi- 
tive’—has been educated merely to be 
married; and, when marriage fails, in 
her individual instance, to fulfil itself as 

ideal, she is prepared in spirit to flee 
away from marriage, but is not prepared 
in common sense to encounter and to sub- 
jugate the freer and more perilous ex- 
perience beyond. She is ruined by an 
aspiration, and is doomed to die because 
she has demanded more from life than 
life can offer. 

The story of “The Fugitive” is a great 
story; but it might have been narrated 
more completely through the medium of 
the novel than through the medium of 
the drama. A critical observer of the 
exhibition of this story in the theatre is 
made uncomfortably conscious of the fact 
that many of the most vital and most 
interesting moments of the narrative are 
assumed to happen off the stage, between 
the acts, and are merely indicated by 
passages of retrospective expos ition. “The 
Fugitive” is by no means a good play, as 
plays are judged by minds accustomed to 
ingenious patterning. ‘The critical ob- 
server feels, for instance, that a more 
effective use of the material at

hand 
might have been made by the author of 
“Tris,’—-who succeeded, many years ago, 
in discussing a similar theme witho.c 
ever failing to exhibit, and to make the 
most of, a single scéne a faire. Mr. Gals- 
worthy, apparently, has fallen down be- 
tween two stools——the one which repre- 
sents the British and American ideal of 
ingenious and consciously perfected pat- 
terning, and that other which represents 
the Russian ideal of easy narrative and 
utter focus of attention on the task of 
characterization.

In these de- 
tails of dramaturgic art he never fails, 
But “The Fugitive” is feebler in con- 
struction than “Strife,” or “The Pigeon,” 
or even “Justice.” It is not, by any 
means, a masterpiece. It must be re- 
garded, rather, as a bad play by a good 
playwright,—a work which is_ worthy 
of respectful study but not of critical 


esteem. 
“The Fugitive”—considering the pres- 
ent exhibition as a whole—is badly acted. 


Many excellent performers have been 
egregiously miscast, and employ their 
practised talents to convey oe thor- 


oughness a false impression of the char- 
acters they are supposed to represent. 
There is, in the theatre, such a thing as 
a wonderful rendition of an utter miscon- 
ception of a part,—such a thing, for in- 
stance, as Madame Sarah Bernhardt’s 
admirable exhibition of her false idea of 
the character of Hamlet; and two or 
three of the performances afforded by 
the noted members of this “typical 
Morosco cast” must be criticised ad- 
versely as shooting far beside the mark 


THE WASHINGTON SQUARE 
PLAYERS 


The current bill of The Washington 
Square Players is more than usually in- 
teresting. It opens with a very amu 
ing “trick play,” entitled “Plots and 
Playwrights,” which was written by Mr 
Edward Massey, a recent member of 
Professor George Pierce Baker’s cele- 
brated course in Harvard University. 
Professor Baker has every reason to be 
proud of Mr. Massey; for “Plots and 
Playwrights” is unquestionably clever 
and unusually ‘entertaining. 

“Plots and Playwrights” opens wae 
an argument between a successful Broad- 
way playwright and an_ unsucces ssful 
writer of short-stories. ‘This argument 
takes place in front of a boarding house 
in West Eleventh Street, New York, 
which looks like every other house that 
may be seen upon the block. The short- 
story writer contends that some narra- 
tive, of genuine dramatic interest, must 
be happening, at that very moment, on 
every floor of the undistinguishable house 
before which they happen to be stand- 
ing. The Broadway playwright “pooh- 
poohs” this suggestion and dares his 
fellow artist to prove his point in the con- 
tention. The writer of short-stories as- 
cends the stoop, and rings the bell, and 
rents a room. 

An exhibition follows of three one-act 
plays,—each of which is supposed to take 
place in reality on the first, the second, 
or the third floor of the house in West 
Eleventh Street, and all of which are 
presumed to have been written by the 
unsuccessful but ambitious author of 
short-stories. 

Then follows a brief episode in which 
this humble realist sets before the Broad- 
way playwright‘ the results of his undi- 
rected observation of the actual. ‘The 
pamnered darling of Times Square per- 
ceives in the material at hand the mak- 
ings of a “knock-out.” He rearranges the 
episodes that have been handed to him 
in accordance with the conventional be 
mula that has never yet been known to 
fail in the region of Broadway. His con- 
sequent endeavor is subsequently shown 
upon the stage. The observer is afforded 
ample opportunity to compare this clever 
parody of “Within the Law” and “Cheat- 
ing Cheaters” and many other well- 
known plays with that underlying funda- 
ment of actuality upon which all such 
artificial exhibitions must necessarily be 
based. Here, indeed, in “Plots and Play- 
wrights,” we have a practicable play

It 
was danced at the court of Elizabeth of 
England and is said to have been per- 
formed, in Stuart days, in all Europe. 

Indeed, if it were not for “Playford’s 
English Dancing Master” (1650), even 
Mr. Sharp would not have been able to 
discover it in its best form. That book 
he has deciphered with great labor, and 
the dances devised for the Granville 
Barker production of “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream” are the results of these 
studies. For when Granville Barker pro- 
duced “A Midsummer Night’s Dream” 
he went to Mr. Sharp, an authority on 
this subject, for music and dances that 
should be essentially English. For his 
work in revitalizing English folk-lore and 
English dancing, Mr. Sharp has been 
recognized by the British Government 
with a civil service pension. ‘The art of 
dancing has not before been raised to 
such a dignity in modern times. 


THE FINESSE OF THE FOLK-DANCE 


Mr. Sharp has been lecturing on the 
English folk-dance this winter in this 
country. He feels that ‘dancing deals 
with the primitive emotions, and that 
the primitive in us needs recurring em- 
phasis, if civilization is not to become 
effete.’ The revolt against the artificial- 
ity of ballroom dancing began a rever- 
sion to peasant dancing. Fokine and 
Nijinsky led such a reversion in Russia 
They deliberately threw over their ex- 
pensive training and replaced it with the 
study of folk-dances; and both Europe 
and America were enthusiastic over the 
result. But there is, we are told, practi- 
cally no movement or step in the Russian 
ballet, that is not in the English folk- 
dancing. So complete is this dancing 
that it would be difficult to take dancing 
beyond the point to which the folk- 
dancers take it. It can not be said, at 
any rate, that any attempts to develop 
it further have been successful so far. 
All efforts so to develop it have fallen into 
one of two pitfalls, either producing acro- 
batics or degenerating into the suffocat- 
ingly and tiresomely pretty.
